His Lordship the Bishop of Calgary 
has conferred the honor of a Canonry 
on the Rev. S. Middleton, B.Sc., 
principal of St. Paul’s Indian Schoc], 
Blood Reserve, Macleod. 

The Rev. Canon Miadieton is one of 
the leading educationists in Canada, 
and his school on the Blood Reserve 
is one of the most progressive of all 
Indian Collegiates. He was born in 
England and educated at Burton and 
| Newport, graduating B. Sc. Kingston. 
|He took over the principalship of St. 
| Paul’s in 1910, ordained in 1911 at 


|Calgary, and appointed Bishop’s 
| Chaplain 1916. 
| During his fourteen years as 


|principal of St. Paul’s Canon Middle- 
ton has through his progressiveness, 
brought the school to its present high 
standard of efficiency, and it was the 
first Indian School in Western Can- 
ada to boast of a Cadet Corps that 
won shields, cups, medals and other 
honors from amongst seventy white 
cadet corps in the province, also it is 
the first school of its kind that has 
a full surpliced choir of 30 voices, 
composed solely of Indian boys and 
girls. 

Canon Middleton will be in charge 
of the new St. Paul’s Indian Collegiate 
that is now being built and nearing 
completion on the south end of the 
Blood Indian Reserve. This school 
will be the largest and most up-to- 
date of any Indian School on the 
continent, and it is expected occupa. 
tion will be made in the very near 
future. 

The appointment of the Rev. Can- 
on Middleton to his present position 
in the Calgary Dioscese of the Church 
of England in Canada, has brought 
forth congratulations from a host of 
friends and acquaintenances all over 
the province. The present Canon is 
the first one in southern Alberta 
since the departure of Canon Murrell
